A fatal tire occurred al View Hill, near 
Christ church, on .March 28th. Mrs. An- 
derson, inatt 'inpting to s-ivc her young 
Bun, aged six, was suffocated and her body 
ivas burned I" ashes. The young child 
was burned, and an older boy, who rush- 
ed into the house after his mother, was 
fatally burned. 

The body "f Kaihai, a native woman, 
supposed in have boon murdered by her 
husband, To Pehi, was exhumed on March 
i;ird and an imjuesf "pencd. The medi- 
cal evidence showed that the woman had 
boon brutally murdered. Tho skull was 
fractured, the breast smashed in, and ex- 
tensive injury dune i<> the abdomen, arms, 
legs and face. All parts of the body were 
more or less injured, but the neck was 
not dislocated, us expected. Tho inquest 
was adjourned till April 4th. There is 
immense difficulty in getting evidence. 
The natives decline to Live any ev idence. 

Tho labor schooner Sybil was wrecked 
at the New Hebrides on January last , and 
three lives were lost, Tho schooner had 
nineteen natives mi board, 

NKW GUINEA. 
The prospector Goodshaw, who, with 
his male, was attacked by blacks near 
Thursday Island, has died of his wounds.

Al i 'oiuipo t hey took onboardsome 
thirty natives, who had drifted there in 
canoes from the neighboring islands and 
who had boon there for several years, and 
returned them to their homes in the Uil- 
herl group by way of Ktisaie, whore many 
more castaways wen; taken on board ami 
returned to their homes. The Goinmev- 
ciitl AdveHuer adds: Some of the islands 
in the Smith Seas are yet. in heathenism 
and war nvgos wiiii tho neighboring t ribes, 
but the majority of tbum have become 
good and earnest Christians, The churches 
are splendid structures. In some places 
services are held three times a day, and 
tlio natives attended with their children 
in anus in vast numbers. On one occa- 



sion nearly fifty marriages wore solemniz- 
ed in one day, which plainly indicates 
their appreciation of Christian ceremonies.

Opening of the Dominion Parliament— Swear- 
ing in the .Members Composition of the 
New House The Governor's Speech — 
The Fisheries' Trouble. 

[From Our Own Correspondent. J 

( (TTAWA, April Kith. 

For the first time since confederation 
tho Dominion Parliament commences its 
session in the month of April. The ob- 
jections to this late period are manifold, 
but tho government urges with some force 
that it, was impossible to bring on the 
elections earlier owing to the fact that the 
voters' lists, under the now franchise Act, 
bad not been completed, and to have de- 
cayed the elections until the summer 
months would have resulted in much in- 
convenience to the Canadian people, the 
stagnation of trade and commerce, and 
generally prolonged that tension on the 
public mind which tho speeches of the 
party leaders during tho fall and early 
winter months had created. Se we have 
the now parliament with us, a parliament 
larger than its immediate predecessor by 
the addition of the four members from t he 
Northwest Territory. Ninety members 
of the new house were not in tho last 
parliament; but nine out of the ninety 
have sat in previous parliaments. Those 
include, among others, Sir Donald A. 
Smith, the member for Montreal West, 
Dr. Fiset, who brought, Kiel up to the 
clerk's room in 1874 to l;ike the oath on 
his election for Provencherj and Dr. Bor- 
den, who defeated D. B. Woodworth, of 
Beaty-Woodworth and N. W. Central 
fame, Sir Donald, as some British Col- 
umbians are doubtless aware, is one of tho 
principal shareholders of the 0. P. R. lie 
lb a man of great wealth— probably t he 
richest man in the house -acquired by 
forty years of unremitting toil on tho in- 
hospitable, shores of Hudson Bay, where 
he acted as chief factor of the II. B. Com- 
pany, 'l ho man who labors as Sir Don- 
ald Smith ha:; done, and cuts himself off 
for years from society and friends, de- 
serves all he earns.

THE FORMAL OPENING. 

The formal opening of parliament went 
off with great eclat.

There was a great rush fur admission to 
the senate galleries, an unusually large 
representation of the fair sex, arrayed in 
gorgeous toilets, on the floor, and an eager 
desire mi the part of new members to seo 
and bear everything. Among the British 
Columbia ladies honored with invitations 
to be present were Mrs. Mara, wife of tho 
member for Yale, and Miss Chisholm, 
niece of the representative of New West- 
minster. Tho governor-general read his 
speech in a clear, resonant voice, and tho 
faithful commons were duly impressed by 
tho solemnity of tho occasion, and tho 
weighty responsibilit ies which they found 
wore being laid on their shoulders. 

THE SPEECH. 
Long ere this the wires and types havo 
mode apparent to your readers the points 
in tho speech from the throne, but some 
amplification of the paragraphs, as gleamed 
from mformatii m which one gat hers around 
the buildings may not be out of place. In 
respect to the fisheries question negotia- 
tions tire now in progress. Canada, tic- 
cording to the latest despatches from 
England, litis propored a modux viveiuli, 
but tho precise nature of it does not ap- 
pear to be known over there. I think, 
however, it will be found before many 
days have passed that it is nothing more 
or less than a proposal on t he part of the 
Dominion government for the appoint- 
ment a joint commission, composed of 
two representatives from Canada, two 
from the States, and one from a neutral 
foreign power, to consider the whole 
matter and arrive tit, a basis of settlement. 
The proposal seems to be a fair one, but 
there appears to be this uk-iner.! of •.!:'.•.■ 
ger about it, viz., fli.tl in the event of an 
arrangement being entered into, the legis- 
latures of either of the two countries con- 
cerned might mil ratify it. The temper 
of the people of the I idled Stat es does 
not appear to bo very good just as present, 
and as Mr. 15 lake pointed out yesterday 
the bad feeling created among Irish- 
Americans over the coercion bill now be- 
fore the imperial parliament might have a 
redox influence on Canada,

PROPER RESTRICTION. 

The announcement in these columns on 
Sunday morning that an amendment to 
the Chinese restriction act, abolishing cer- 
tificates entirely, had passed tho Commons 
was received in this city with every de- 
monstration of delight. Bach Chinaman 
who enters this port in future will lie 
obliged to pay the fifty dollar tax every 
time he comes into Canada. It is very 
evident that tho premier and his ministers 
have not paid this province a visit without 
profit, and that they have recognized thu 
necessity of doing something to alleviate 
the ills under which we sutl'or. Those 
Chinese who are now in the province are 
according to intcrnittion.'.l law and the 
comity of nations, deserving of the sup- 
port 'of the crown, .and in acting as 
promptly as thuy did in the case of the 
Vancouver troubles the legislature showed 
that true British luvo of fair play, which is 
characteristic of tho nation. Lawlessness 
had to be stamped out and the rights of 
citizens of a friendly country protected. 
Notwithstanding tins fact, which has led 
our unguarded and illogical neighbors to 
decry Victoria, we yot believe, as we 
have always advocated, that some mea- 
sure of absolute restriction was de- 
manded, .and that home protection was a 
duty imperative on the government of 
Canada. British Columbia has long hoped 
fur such. 6 I'ill and, perhaps, can attribute 
this decision on the part of the government 
iis well to our representatives who have 
long asked for such a measure as, to thu 
press which has been ceaselessly pressing 
such an act as has now been consummated 
upon the attention of the existing admin- 
istration. The law may now lie con- 
sidered almost prohibitive, and is so 
stringent that tiny further influx of 
Chinese may he regarded as almost im- 
possible, at least, sn far as the coolies are 
concerned. In giving this matter such 
speedy attention thu government is de- 
serving of the thanks of the entire Do- 
minion, and more especially of the 
province of British Columbia. 

THE QUEEN'S JUBILEE. 



It is surprising the oxlonl to which t 
baccoUuscd by boys in Victoria; and 
is still more surprising to note then 
decadence of moral opposition among the 
growing people to the habit, Time was, 
and only a few years ago, when if it boy 
was bold enough to appear on Government 
street smoking a cigar or chewing a i|uid 
of tobacco, he imagined everybody was 
looking at him in disgust, and ho was 
nervous and uneasy about it. Hut now a 
12-year-old gentleman will smoke his 
cigarette among the passing throng in per- 
fect coniidonce. Look on tho streets any 
day, and you see boys ranging from the 
little short breeches up to the young man 
far enough along to lift his hat to the 
girls- a large proportion of them soaecus 
kon.ed to tile use. of tobacco in one form or 
another that their clothing as well as their 
breath smells of it. This is a hail slate id' 
allairs. The use of tobacco is altogether 
unnecessary under tiny circumstances. 
Smoking is tolerable not because it is not 
wholly disgusting, but chewing, with its 
inevitable accompaniment, spitting, is 
filthy. The oll'onso ami lilt h of the 
habit are not, however, its worst 
features. Unlike ruin, it does not 
make demons of men, but tt 
does seriously and injuriously atl'ect the 
nervous energies of all persons who use it. 
Different temperaments are dill'orontly af- 
fected, of course; but in general it may be 
said that tho uso of tobacco lirst attacks 
the non ous sysi em,interforing with diges- 
tion, weakening t lie sight , am! destroying 
the memory. It clouds the intellect and 
shortens life. As to tho boys, this dirt) 
and utterly inappropriate habit, create- 
within them morbid and abnormal pas- 
sions, sentiments and appetites; it destroys 
the natural manhood of the little men, 
rendering them dull, stupid, sluggish, and 
rapidly changing them from neat, trim, 
alert, clean hearted boys, to mean, foul- 
mouthed, swaggering street gamin. The 
writer saw a youth of about ten, smoking, 
with the utmost complacency, a cigar at 
the door of The Victoria one nightT-o- 
cently, while some of his youthful friends 
were putting away at their cigarettes after 
the most approved fashion. What is to 
be done about it ! Aye, w hat shall we 
do i The (ptest ion is puzzling the minds 
of thinking people all over the country. 
The lirst and most necessary thing to be 
done is to arouse public sentiment, Let 
every woman, uveiy father, every mother, 
every wife, every lover, take up the sub- 
ject as it is named at the head of tins ar- 
ticle, study it, think about it, talk about 
it until you realize its enormity, then, if 
you use tobacco quit it at once, so that 
your example will be as n 1 as your pre- 
cept, and then you will he in good con 
dition to join in an effort to bring about 
legislation that will prohibit the sale of 
tobacco in any form lo minors, making tho 
act an oll'onso punishable by severe penal- 
ties.

To the Editok: — Unfortunab 
think, at tho time of confederatio 
right of control of educational matte 
reserved to the several provinces, 
effect of this is now felt, especially in tho 
professions of medicine and law. the mem 
bersof which coming from one province 
are debarred, however 1 1 i 1 1 their degrees, 
from practising in a sister province with 
out undergoing a vexatious and useless 
interference. 

It being the case, however, I hat each 
province is allowed to legislate for itself 
in such matters, the necessity for an act 
to regulate medical practice cannot be do- 
llied, it is true that in this province such 
an act has recently been passed, but it is 
so incomplete and is draw n up in so slm 
only a manner that it hail much better 
have been left oil' the statute book. In 
the first place, instead of securing an act 
of incorporation for the whole medical 
profession in the province, the medical 
council, consisting of seven members, only 
is incorporated, and during theii term of 
office these seven have full control of the 
rights and privileges of the medical pro- 
fession in t he province. 

When the Act. of incorporation passed 
there were, as near as I can tell, forty-five 
physicians in the province, each of whom 
had to pay sin registration foe. Since 
then hi leasl two have secured the license 
of the council by examination, paying » 
fee of §100each. This would give the 
council $050 out of which they have had 
to pay for the passage of two bills and 
purchase the necessary books, stationery, 
etc. It is difficult to see U hat need the 
Council can have for any income beyond 
what will accrue from the examination 
fees of thoso who may wish lo practice in 
the province, yet during tho past session 
of the loe.'d house I be council, without any 
attempt to ascertain the feelings of the 
profession at large on the subject, secured 
the passage of an amending Act, which 
compels every registered practitioner to 
pay annually to the council a fee "f JilO. 
This furnishes an annual revenue of near- 
ly $500, and it would be a satisfaction to 
outside members of tho profession if tho 
council would intimate what they propose 
doing with the increasing revenue. There 
are other points in the Act which I would 
like to touch upon, but this letter is al- 
ready of considerable length. I therefore 
remain yours, etc., Mbiiicus.
